This  work  is  less  than  a  textbook  of  bacteriology  in  that  a  knowledge  of  the  gener- 
al principles  of  the  subject  is  taken  for  granted  and  this  part  of  the  usual  text 
is  omitted.    It  is  more  than  a  textbook  of  bacteriology  in  that  the  fungi,  proto- 
zoa, and  viruses  that  are  pathogenic  for  animals  have  here  been  added  to  the  bac  - 
teria.    Also,  greater  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  nature  of  the  diseases 
produced  by  the  various  agents,  and  to  the  biological  products  which  are  availa- 
ble for  their  diagnosis,  prevention,  and  care.    This  work  is  not  a  systematic  dis- 
cussion of  disease-producing  organisms,  but  rather  a  discussion  of  the  infectious 
diseases  of  animals  with  special  reference  to  their  etiological  factors. 

Part  I  deals  with  the  mechanisms  of  infection  and  resistance;  Part  II,  with  the 
pathogenic  bacteria;    Part  III,  with  bacteria-like  pathogenic  organisms  of  uncer- 
tain classification,    Part  IV,  with  the  pathogenic  fungi,    Part  V,  with  the  patho- 
genic protozoa,    and  Part  VI,  with  the  viruses.
